1. 207 Appendix 17, (i) In column 4, thcltem(a), 

S.No. B, 20,2, viz. “mutton tallow” 

Columns 4 & 5 shall be deleted. 

(ii) The following remarks 
shall be inserted in colu¬ 
mn 5:— 

“(1) Within the overall REP 
entitlement admissible in 
column 3, a manufacturer 
exporter obtaining REP 
licence on his own exports 
may be allowed to import 
mutton tallow subject to 
the condition that the 
imported material shall 
be used in his own factory 
only, for the manufacure 
of toilet soap, laundary 
soap, medicated soap or 
industrial soap. The manu¬ 
facturer-exporter wanting 
to have the licence for 
mutton tallow will be re¬ 
quired to indicate the value 
thereof in his Import appli¬ 
cation, within the overall 
admissible REP entitlement. 
The REP licence for mutton 
tallow thus granted 
shall be non-transferable. 
Where the exporter is not 
himself the manufacturer of 
the product exported, and 
mutton tallow is sought to 
be imported within the 
overall entitlement ad¬ 
missible in column 3, the 
exporter concerned^ while 
a plying for import replenish¬ 
ment licence, will also fur¬ 
nish a declaration giving 
the name and address of the 
manufacturer whose pro¬ 
duct was actually exported, 
and stating that the REP 
licence may be issued in the 
name of that manufacturer, 
giving the value for which 
such REP licence may be 
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issued, within the overall 
admissible REP entitlement 
Upon such declaration, the 
REP licence for mutton 
tallow will be issued in the 
namo of the manufacture 
concerned with a conditio n 
that the licence shall be non- 
transferable and the import¬ 
ed material shall be used In 
the licence-holder's factory 
only for the manufacture o* 
the toilet soap, laundry 
soap, medicated soap or 
industrial soap”. 

2. 208 Appendix 17, (i) In column 4, the item (a) 

S.No.B. 20. 15 viz. “mutton tallow” 
Columns 4 & 5 shall be deleted, 

(11) In column 5, the follow¬ 
ing remark shall be in¬ 
serted :— 

“(1) Within 50% of the overall 
REP entitlement admissible 
in column 3, a manu¬ 
facturer-exporter obtaining 
REP licence on his 
own exports may be allowed 
to Import mutton tallow 
subject to the condition 
that the imported material 
shall be used in his own 
factory only, for the manu¬ 
facture of fatty acids/fatty 
amines. The manufact

nish ment licence will also 
furnish a declaration giving 
the name and address of the 
manufacturer whose pro¬ 
duct was actually exported 
and stating that the REP 
licence may be issued in the 
name of that manufacturer 
giving the value for which 
such REP licence may be 
issued within 50% of the 




overall admissible BeP 
entitlement. Upon Mich 
declaration the B.EP 
licence for mutton tallow 
will be issued in the name 
of the manufacturer con¬ 
cerned with a condition 
that the licence shall bo non- 


transferable and the Import¬ 
ed material shall be used in 
the licence holders' factory 
only for the,manufacture of 
fatty acids/fatty amines.”
